President Wilson Will Out- 
line Administration’s De- 
fense Program in Address 
to Manhattan Club in New 
York. 


NAVY WILL BE DOUBLED 
ANN ARMY QUADRUPLED 


President Will Give Rea- 
sons Which Have Impelled 
Him to Approve Plans for 
Great Increase in National 
Fighting Forces.

Washington, October 18.—-A national 
defense program that probably means 
an expenditure on the army and navy 
of upwards of a billion dollars in the 
next six years will be laid before the 
people by President Wilson November 
4> when he goes to New York to make 
his first public address since the scope 
of the policy on which his administra- 
tion has embarked became known. He 
will speak before the Manhattan club 
of\.New York on national defense and 
‘the reasons which have impelled him 
to approve plans which would almost 
double the navy and quadruple the 
trained fighting forces ashore within 
a:few years. 

How Policy Shapes in Totals. 

With the estimates of the war 
navy departments submitted for the 
coming year the breadth of the ad- 
ministration’s poM@y as to prepared- 
ness is being realized. It shapes up 
in totais as follows: 

Navy—For new ships and increased 
personnel in five years, $500,000,000. 

Army-—For reserve material (arms 
and ammunition) within four years, 
$105,000,000. 

For new coast defenses and modern- 
ization of old forts within four years, 
$§1,000,000. 

For the

new continental army and 
the proposed increase in the regular 
army, $26,000,000. (This amount prob- 
ably will be a continuing and if any- 
thing increasing appropriation through 


the first six-year period which would 
make the total expenditure at that 
time, $156,000,000.) 

The grand total expenditure thus 
actually planned would be $842,600,- 
O00, 

Huge Fleet Contemplated. 

According to plans laid out by navy 
and war department experts these ex- 
penditures would produce by 1925 a 
first line of dreadnaughts and battle 
cruisers numbering forty-three, a fleet 
of coast defense submarines that 
would fringe the Atlantic and Pa- 
cifie eoasts with an almost solid line 
of interior defense against attack, a 
fleet of nearly i75 destroyers >and 
squadrons of huge sea-going fleet sub- 
marines to operate with the battle 
squadrons at great distance from 
shore, 

For the army there would be at the 
end of six years a trained force of 
1,200,000 men, including a regular army 
of 140,000 and the proposed continental 
army and reserves; a ring of fully 
manned coast defenses, equipped with 
the largest and most powerful guns 
yet built, and a vast of field 
guns, machine guns, Howitzers and 
big gun ammunition. In addition the 
enormously increased capacity of pri- 
vate munition plants would give as- 
Surances of ample supplies of small 
arms and field gun ammunition. 

Contracts for Warships. 

A definite step toward enlarging the 
navy. was taken today when contracts 
were awarded for twenty-two of the 
Tighting craft authorized by the last 
congress. They are six big cruiser-de- 
stroyers, thirty knot boats, each to car- 
ry twelve torpedo tubes, four 4-inch 
guns and two 3-inch anti-aircraft guns; 
and sixteen coast defense submarines, 
each displacing more than 650 tons 
and each equipped with a three-inch 
disappearing rifle for surface fight- 
ing. The day set a new record for the 
department in the number of contracts 
awarded. 

Neither war hor navy department es- 
timates for the coming year have been 
made public as yet in detail. It' was 
learned today, however, that of the 
$72,000,000 increase over last year’s bill 
to be asked by the war department, 
$46,000,000 would go toward reserve 
material and coast defense works, the 
remaining $26,000,000 to be used in 
building up the new armies, regular 
and continental. Part of the $46,000,- 
000 would go into building and arming 
the®™mew forts which will guard the en- 
trance to Chesapeake bay. 

It proposed to spend more of the 
money in building new forts to guard 
New York, San Francisco and other 
great harbors from attack. Gigantic 
sixteen-inch rifles will be mounted in 
all these defenses of the first-class 
where enemy craft with modern guns 
would be dangerous from great dis- 
tance. 

Gireater Ranges for Rifles. 

Another expenditure contemplated is 
for fitting the present 12 and 14-inch 
rifles with carriages that will give 
them greater range. Much already has 
been accomplished in that way an3 

e work will be carried on until every 
ort is modernized. Neo sixteen-inch 
rifles will be installed in place of 
smaller guns, however, it jis said, be- 
cause to make all the changes in maga- 
zines, hoists, machinery and the like 
would be more expensive and less sat- 
isfactory than to build new emplace- 
ments for these huge weapons. 

The navy department has still to 
award contracts for the major portion 
of the building program authorized by 
the last congress. Contracts will be 
awarded next month for four fleet 
submarines, bigger, faster and more 
powerful than any submersible craft 
ever designed. The Schley, now build- 
ing, will displace a thousand tons and 
make twenty knots on the. surface. 
The new boats will displace twelve 
hundred tons and make twenty-five 
knots. Next month also contracts will 
be let for two 32,000-ton superdread- 
noughts, ships which will carry a round

FILM EXCHANGES 
T0 BE REGULATED 


Council Appoints Commit- 
tee to Make Investigation 
and to Report on Needed 
Legislation. 


—— 


Following a recommendation by the 
mayor that some steps be taken to in- 
spect film exchanges to protect work- 
ing girls without inteferring with the 
just rights of the manufacturers, Coun- 
cilman J. N. Renfroe introduced a res- 
olution in the city council yesterday 
for the appointment of a committee to 
make an investigation and report upon 
the necessary legislation. 

The resolution was unanimously 
adopted and the following committee 
was appointed by the mayor pro tem:

The resolution was as follows: 


Whereas, on Saturday of last week, there 
occurred in this city a disastrous fire, the 
same originating in the stock, room of one 
of the film supply houses, and caused, it 
seems, by the explosion of certain inflam- 
able material, which is necessary to be 
carried by such film exchanges, said fire 
resulting in the loss of life and destruction 
of property, and . 

Whereas, in different paris of 
there are located in close proximity to each 
other, and often times in the same building, 
a number of film supply houses, carrying a 
large stock of films all of which consists of 
the same inflammable material as that from 
which the fire of last Saturday originated, 
and 

Whereas, it is necessary, in order to pro- 
tect the life and property of the citizens of 
Atlanta, to prevent a recurrence of such a 
fire; therefore, be it 

Resolved by the mayor and genera! coun- 
of the city of Atlanta, That a commit- 
of three be appointed by the presiding 
officer of this body for the purpose of 
making an investigation into the existing 
conditions as above set forth, and recom- 
mending to this body suitable legigiation 
which will prevent the recurrence of such 
fires as above referred to, the committee to 
consider the advisability of requiring the 
building of a film exchange building, which 
shall be of fire proof construction and in 
which no other offices shall be located, and 
which. shall be used for no other purposes 
other than the storing of these films. Said 
committee ¢o report such other legislation 
as in their opinion may provide for the 
safety of lives and property.

RECOGNITION GOES 
T0 GEN. CARRANZA 
FROM PAN -AMERIE 


Diplomatic Relations Be- 
tween United States and 
Mexico Renewed Today 
After Lapse of Nearly 
Three Years. 


IMMEDIATE EMBARGO 
TO BE ORDERED ON ARMS 


Pan-American Conferees 


Recognize Carranza as the 
“Chief Executive of the de 
Facto Government of Mex- 


ico.” 


Washington, October 18.—Diplomatic 
relations between the United States 
and Mexico will be renewed tomorrow 
after a lapse of two years and eight 
months by the formal recognition of 
Venustiano Carranza as chief execu- 
tive of the de facto government of 
Mexico. 

Secretary Lansing and the ambas- 
sadors from Brazil, Chile and Argen- 
tina and the ministers from Bolivia, 
Uruguay and Guatemala, constituting 
the Pan-American conference on Mexi- 
can affairs, met today and decided on 
the form in which their respective 
governments would present recogni- 
tion and fixed tomorrow as time for 
the act. 

mach government will address to 
General Carranza a note of recogni- 
tion to be delivered to Elisio Arredon- 
do, personal representative of General 


Carranza. Arredondo will leave Wed- 
nesday or Thursday to convey in per- 
son the letters of recognition from 
the several governments. 

With the decision on the form of 
recognition, the Pan-American con- 
ference on Mexican affairs adjourn- 
ed. Five meetings had been held. The 
first two were devoted to framing an 
appeal to the contending Mexican fac- 
tions to reach an agreement on their 
internal affairs. When the factions 
failed to agree the conference decided 
that recognition should be accorded 
to the strongest. 

Change for Better in Mexico. 

Since recognition was agreed upon 
a week ago officialL.reports show that 
a change for the better has taken place 
in Mexico and that conditions are fast 
becoming normal. Thousands of 
Villa troops have taken advantage of 
Carranza’s offer of amnesty and laid 
down their arms. 

The decision to refer to General 
Carranza as “the chief executive of the 
de facto government of Mexico” was 
reached after some discussion as to 
titles. Although “provisional presi- 
dent” is a generic term applied to the 
executive of a republic, fear was ex- 
pressed in some quarters that since it 
had not been used by General Car- 
ranza himself, the use by foreign gov- 
ernments might create the impression 
in Mexico that he was being chosen 
to a new office by foreign govern- 
ments. 

The words “chief executive” were 
used also to avoid any impression that 
a constitutional government was being 
yecognized, for while there is no dif- 
ference in the benefits of recognition 
to a de facto or de jure government, 
the constitutional order in Mexico will 
not be proclaimed until a constitu- 
tional assembly is called some weeks 
hence. This assembly will designate 
formally General Carranza as “pro- 
president” or “president ad 
interim” and arrange for the constitu- 
tional elections of president and vice 
president, 

Immediate Embargo on Arms. 

Tomorrow’s action will mean the 
immediate proclamation of an embargo 
on arms to other factions. All Car- 
ranza consular representatives will be 
recognized. American consuls in 
Mexico who have not possessed ex- 
equaturs will apply for them now and 
it is understood incidentally that ¢he 
American consular service in Mexico 
generally will be reorganized. 

European governments will be noti- 
fied by Secretary Lansing, of the 
Washington government’s action in ex- 
tending recognition, and although no 
suggestion will be made to them, it 
is understood most of them will fol- 
low the lead of the United States. 

An American ambassador to Mexico 
has not yet been selected, but probably 
will be chosen soon. Extension of 
recognition to a government in Mexico 
followed nearly three years of unpre- 
cedented negotiations between the two 
countries. President Madero was over- 
thrown and General Huerta assumed

TRAIN WRECKED

U. S. Soldiers Among the 
Victims — American Sol- 
diers Rushed to Scene of 
Wreck Near Brownville.

The Mexican bandits are reported 
to have been passengers, and on ar- 
riving at Olmite began shooting ak 
other passengers. They then set fire 
to the train, which was still burning 
at 2 o'clock this morning. 


129,000 ASKED

Legislature Will Be Urged

Requests for funds amounting to 
$125,000, approximately, will be made 
at the extra session of the legislature 
for special and deficiency appropria- 
tions.

INQUEST IN LONDON 
ON AIR RAID VICTIMS 


London, October 18.—An inquest on 
the bodies of the three victims of the 
first bomb dropped in the Zeppelin 
raid last Wednesday night on the Lon- 
don area and of three others who were 
killed or who died as the result of sub- 
sequent air bombs, all within the same 
area, was held today. The verdict in 
each case was “death as the result of 
an air raid.” 

The father of one of the victims 
protested against the laconic verdict 
reached. He cried: 

“My son was murdered by the or- 
der of the Kaiser. I summon the kaiser 
to meet me before the judgment seat 
of God to answer for the death of my 
son and of those other poor people.” 

Of those killed by the first bomb, 
one was a railroad employee, both of 
whose thighs were broken. His wife 
at his side escaped unhurt. The second 
was a man who was killed by broken 
giass which cut through his neck. The 
third was a woman close by, the lower 
part of whose spine as completely 
smashed. 

The other dead were the victims 
of a bomb dropped in the middle of 
a wide thoroughfare. The missile 
pierced a gas main, causing 2 fire which 
lasted several hours. A driver, a con- 
ductor and a special constable were 
killed in a motor bus upon which the 
bomb dropped. 

Incendiary and explosive bombs were 
dropped in the same spot. These 
pierced a water main and the rush of 
water quickly extinguished fire caused 
by the incendiary bombs, but several 
people passing were killed or injured. 
A number of those over whose bodies 
the inquest was held today died from 


shock or in a hospital as a result 
their iajuries. -

work longer under Probation Officer 
Coogler. : : 

This action of the police board is 
but another step in the policy of the 
board to thoroughly reorganize the 
management of the police department 
which was begun last summer when 
the board demoted former Chief of Po- 
lice J. L. Bexvers; “*- ; 

Recorder Johnson has calléd the at- 
tention of the board to the fact that 
Probation Officer Coogler has handled 
something like $20,000 of “alimony 
funds” paid into his department dur- 
ing the last seven years by delinquent 
husbands who were placed under pro- 
bation by the recorder for non-support 
of their wives and families, 

Recorder Johnson has also shown 
that Officer Coogler’ has never been 
placed under bond, and that he has 
never had to render an account of the 
department’s affairs to any one. 

The complaint of Probation Officers 
Hollingsworth and Hewell to the board 
has brought the investigation to a 
crisis. Recorder Johnson stated last 
night that he and Chief Mayo would 
not take any steps in the matter of 
reorganizing the probation department 
until they had asked council to appoint 
a committee to investigate the affairs 
of Probation Officer Coogler. 

However, it is reported that the ac- 
tion of the police board is but a step 
to oust Probation Officer Coogler from 
his position, and reorganize the depart- 
ment.

SLOW PROGRESS MADE 
AGAINST THE SERBIANS 
BY TEUTONIC INVADERS 


Von Mackensen Is Meeting 
With Greater Resistance 
Than Expected—Believed 
That Allies Have Surprise 
in Store for the Teutons 
and That Steps Are Being 
Taken to Force Turkey to 
Knees. 


Londdén, October 18.—Reports , that 
the allies have occupied Strumitsa and 
landed at Enos, which recently was 
transferred from Turkish to Bulgarian 
rule, has caused a more optimistic 
feeling throughout the allied countries. 

As to the progress of the Near East- 
ern campaign, it is known from both 
Serbian and German accounts that Field 
Marshal von Mackensen’s army is 
meeting with greater resistance than 
was expected, and, although it is prob- 
able that the Serbians eventually must 
fall back on stronger strategic posi- 
tions in the north, the fact that the 
allies are bringing heavy forces 
against the Bulgarians, and so placing 
them that the Bulgarians will be forced 
to divide their armies, gives hopé here 
that the Germans may be balked in 
their latest attempt to reach the sea 
and bring assistance to the Turks. 

All along the line the Serbians and 
their Montenegrin neighbors, also at- 
tacked, are offering stubborn resist- 
ance to both <Austro-Germans and 
Bulgarians, and while they have given 
up a number of towns and positions 
they have not yet reached the line on 
which they expect to make thir stand. 


LITTLE PROGRESS 
BY BULGARIANS. 


The Bulgarians, so far as can be 
learned, have made progress only in 
the Zlotokopska valley, near the River 
Morava, north of the town of Vranvya, 
where they blew up a bridge. There is 
no confirmation of a report that they 
cut the railway in this district, The 
bridge was near the railway. The 
Bulgarian force which penetrated the 
valley is not a large one. 

The capture of Strumitsa is of real 
strategic value, as its occupation per- 
mits the defense of the southern end 
of the railway and compels the Bul- 
garians to keep a force there. Enos, 
too, is of value, as, although not a 
good landing place, its occupation 
threatens Dedeaghatch, which has a 
great harbor and is fortified and 
mined. The civilian population has 
left Dedeaghasteh, which is entirely in 
the hands of the military under Ger- 
man supervision. : 
The Italians, according to latest re- 
port, will not send a contingent to the 
Balkans, but co-operate in the Aegean 
with the fleet of the allies. 

The point at which the Russians will 
strike has not been disclosed. The ex- 
pectation, however, is that the allies 
have a surprise for the central pow- 
ers and that steps are being taken to 
bring Turkey ¢€o her knees before as- 
Sistance can reach her.

London, October’ 18.—Strumitsa in 
Bulgaria has been occupied by the al- 
lied armies of Great Britain, France 
and Serbia, according to official ad- 
vices from Saloniki, telegraphed by 
Reuter’s Athens correspondent. 

Various points dominating the rail- 
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way from Saloniki to. the:interior have 
been occupied by allied troops, the 
correspondent says, and the protection 
of the line is regarded 4s assured.

‘The contour of the country offered 
great difficulties, there being few 
‘roads, The Serbians made a stout 
resistance, on the wohle line, but 
suffered great losses under the bom- 
bardments of the Germany heavy ar- 
tillery. Especially on the mountain of 
; Vranovo, did the enemy fight desper- 
,ately, but finally after long resistsance 
,he yielded this strong elevated posi- 
ition to one of the Brandenburg regi- 
ments.”’ 

Another correspondent describes the 
Vranovo mountain as steeper than the 
famous Spicheren heights near Saar- 
brucken, captured by the Germans from 
the French in 1870. 

The, Lokal Anzeiger’s correspondent 
.describing the resistance shown by the 
Serbians, says they did not aboadon 
the plateau behind the mountain 
the Germans had won the important 
heights, but continued holding the 
ground, fighting under greatly unfa- 
vorable tactical conditions, until they 
were slowly pressed back. 

Other correspondents also emphasize 
the bravery and persistence of the Serb- 
ians, who, they say, often hold posi- 
tions until hand-to-hand encounters 
become necessary to force their aban- 
donment,

At No Point, However, Has 
Either Side Attempted

London, October 18.—There has been 
plenty of heavy fighting on both the 
eastern and western fronts, but no- 
where has either side attempted a gen- 
offensive. The Germans are still 
making a great effort between Riga 
and Dvinsk and met with some minor 
successes, but thence to the Rumanian 
border, wherever there has been any 
fighting it is the Russians who are 
attacking, and they, too, claim some 
gains. 

Berlin asserts that good progress has 
been made by Von Hindenburg south 
of Riga and that near Illoukst Rus- 
sian positions extending over a front 
of nearly two miles. have been cap- 
tured.

GERMANS HALTED 
BY FRENCH FIRE, . 


Paris, October 18.—Tonight’s official 
statement reads: 

“After an intense artillery prepara- 
tion, menaces of infantry attacks were 
manifested in the German trenches at 
Bois-en-Hache and the valley of the 
Souchez, where largé masses of enemy 
effectives were gathered. Our artillery 
by an energetic and effective barrier 
fire and our machine guns prevented 
the adversary from debouching.

“The Belgian communication reads: 

“There has been an intermittent bom- 
bardment of our positions. Our ar- 
tillery destroyed an enemy observation 
post.” 

The French communication issued in 
the afternoon follows: 

“Three new attacks on the part of 
the enemy against our positions at 
Bois-En-Hache, to the northeast of 
Souchez, were completely checked last 
night by curtains of fire in which both 
artillery and infantry participated. 

“To the south of the River Somme, 
in the sector of Libons, there has been 
almest continual fighting with trench 
weapons, while in the meantime our 
batteries directed an effective fire 
against the German works. 

“To the north of Verdun German 
forces have endeavored to occupy the 
craters of certain mines recently ex- 
deanna between the lines. They have 

een repulsed everywhere. 

“Last night witnessed very spirited 
infantry fire between the trenches in 
the vicinity of Nomeny. Our artillery 
in the same region has dispersed 
groups of pioneers of the enemy, par- 
ticularly to the east of Eply and near 
Gremecey and Bioncourt, and it has 
also bombarded the railroad station at 
Blamont.” 


FRENCH REPULSED, 
GERMANS ASSERT. 


Berlin, October 18. —(Via London.)— 
The text of the official statement is- 
sued today by German army headquar- 
ters staff follows: 

“In the western theater: 

“The trench work northeast of 
Vermelles, which projects far into the 
enemy positions, was repeatedly at- 
tacked by the English with strong 
forces. All their axtacks failed with 
heavy losses and the trench work re- 
mained in our hands. 

“Attempts of the French to attack at 
Tahure were subdued by our fire. 

“A new enemy advance with the ob- 
ject of recapturing lost positions south 
of Leintrey was unsuccessful. It cost 
the French in addition to ‘sanguinary 
losses three officers, seventeen non- 
officers and seventy- 
three chasseurs as prisoners. 

“On Schratzmannelle the enemy 
could not recapture a single foot of 
ground by his attacks, notwithstanding 
the use of a considerable quantity or 
ammunition. 

“Yesterday German air squadrons at- 
tacked the fortress of Belfort, drove 
off the enemy aviators and dropped 
eight bombs on the fortress. A number 
of fires were observed to have been 
caused by the explosion. 

“In eastern theater: 

“Field Marshal von Hindenburg in 
his attack south of Riga made good 
progress. Two officers and 280 other 
prisoners remained in our hands. 

“Russian attacks west of Jacobstadt 
were repulsed. 

“West of Illoukst we captured enemy 
positions extending on a front of about 
three kilometres (1.8 mile.) 

“Further south, in the region of 
Smorgan, repeated Russian advances 
undertaken with strong forces were re- 
pulsed with heavy losses to the enemy. 
Two officers and 175 men were taken 
prisoners. 

“Army group of Prince Leopold of 
Bavaria: A ussian attack on both 
sides of the Liadchovitechi-Baronovitchi 
railway broke down under our fire at 
a distance of 400 serds in front of our 
positions. 

“Army of General von Linsengen: On 
the River Styr from Rafalowka to 
Kulikovitchi new local engagements 
have developed.”’ 


CANNON AT WORK 
ON YSER FRONT. 


La Panne, Belgium, October 18.—(Via 
Paris.)—The Belgische Standardt, pub- 
lished here, says that a terrible bom- 
bardment was in progress along the 
ser front Saturday and Sunday nights. 
The firing was especially, violent near 
Dixmude and Ypres, 

This bombardment was the prelude 
to an attempt by the Germans to break 
the Belgian lines. The Belgian artil- 
lery returned the fire, shelling the en- 
emy’s communication trenches and scat- 
tering his infantry as they leaped from 
the trenches. A second attack on a 
smaller scale also was repulsed. 

This offensive took place in the Dix- 
mude region at a spot known as 
“Death’s Highway,” which has been 
stubbornly disputed by both sides. Al- 
though mowed down in rows the Bel- 
gians have been holding their own and 
not yielding an inch of ground. 


ATTACKS REPULSED, 
AUSTRIANS REPORT. 


Vienna, October 18.—(Via London.)— 
The following communication from gen- 
eral headquarters was issued today: 

“There were no special events yes- 
terday in Eastern Galicia on the Okwa 
front and the region of the Volhynian 
fortresses. 

“On the Kormin brook and the lower 
Styr the enemy made several strong 
attacks near Kulikovitchi, Novo Selki 
and Rafalowka. The battle continues. 
At all other points the enemy yester- 
day was repulsed with great losses. 

“The Austro-Hungarian troops on the 
upper Szczara also repulsed a strong 
Russian attack. 

“On the Isonzo front the Italians 
again displayed great activity last 
evening. Stubborn battles took place 
in the northwestern sectors on the 
plateau of Doberdo, near Peteano. A 
strong Italian infantry attack on our 
positions there reached our entangle- 
ments in some places, but finally the 
enemy was driven off with heavy 
losses. Otherwise in the littoral and 
Tyrolean border regions there was only 
artillery fighting.” 


GERMAN TORPEDO BOAT 
CUT IN TWO BY FERRY 


London, October 18.—A big German 
torpedo boat was run down and cut 
in two by a German steam ferry, which 
left Trelleberg, Sweden, Friday night 
with all lights out, says a Reuter dis- 
patch from Malmo, Sweden. Only five 
of the torpedo boat’s crew of forty-five 
were saved.

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ROUN RESIGNS 
BRITISH CABINE! 


It Is Reported That He Dis- 
agreed With Colleagues 
Over Matters Connected 


With Conduct of the War. | 


London, October 18.—Sir Edward Car- 
son, attorney general, has 
from the British cabinet. 

The resignation of Sir Edward Car- 
son, the first open manifestation of 
the divergence of views known to ex- 
ist among the ministers, is the result, 
according to an authoritative state- 
ment, not of the eontroversy over con- 
scription, but of the condition 
fairs in the Near East. 

Sir Edward himself so far has made 
no personal explanation of his reasons 
for resigning, but it is understood that 
he disapproves of the policy of the 
war department in the Balkans and 
the method of confining the whole na- 
tional policy to a small “inner cabi- 
net.”’ 

It is expected that there will be ex- 
citing debates in the house of com- 
mons this week, as severe attacks on 
the government are planned by mem- 
bers of the house in connection with 
the general military policy, especially 
in the Near East. 


Carson the Ulster Leader. 

Sir Edward Carson, prior to the out- 
break of the war, was the leader of 
the movement against home rule for 
Ireland, which for a time threatened 
civil war in Ulster. At that time he 
was the conservative member of par- 
liament for Dublin university and 
gained great notoriety for his speeches 
attacking the government and the sym- 
pathizers of home rule and threatened 
in case the king signed the home rule 
bill to aid in setting up a provisional 
government in Ulster. He was the first 
to sign the covenant of resistance to 
home rule, and led the Ulsterites in 
the formation of the Ulster volunteers. 

When the present coalition govern- 
ment was formed last May, Sir Edward 
was given the portrono of attorney 
general. Some of the English news- 
papers expressed the view that this 
appointment was a mistake in view 
of his previous antagonism to the gov- 
ernment. 

The most notable case with which 
Sir Edward has had to deal-since his 
incumbency of the attorney general- 
ship were the board of trades’ inquiry 
into the sinking of the Lusitania and 
the proceedings before prize courts for 
the consideration of American meat 
cargoes, , 

Recently there has been unofficial 
talk in London of Sir Edward being 
at odds with other members of the 
ministry over conscription, the Balkan 
situation and the Dardanelles expedi- 
tion. The axtorney general did not at- 
tend any of the cabinet meetings held 
recently. : 

CRISIS IS PREDICTED 
BY JOHN REDMOND. 

Dublin, October 19.—Presiding at 
nationalist convention yesterday, John 
Fk. Redmond said that a grave political 
crisis might arise any day. The po- 
sition of the coalition government, he 
declared, was precarious. It was 
threatened by internal and external 
dangers. A conspiracy existed among 
men ready to sacrifice national unity 
in the face of the enemy to further 
their own predilections and .theories. 

It was common talk, said the Irish 
leader, that a general election was 
possible, but Ireland could boast that 
she was not responsible for the dan- 
gers. 


OTHERS MAY FOLLOW 
SIR EDWARD CARSON. 


London, October 19.— The 
morning papers express much regret 
over the resignation of Sir Edward 
Carson as attorney general, and there 
is lively apprehension expressed that 
it is not impossible that his giving up 
his portfolio may be followed by other 
resignations. 

The Times says Sir Edward's action 
was taken on what he holds to be the 
fundamental question of policy and 
that it is understood he by no means 
is alone in his attitude toward the con- 
duct of the war. 

According to The Daily Chronicle the 
question of conscription did not come 
to a head at yesterday’s cabinet meet- 
ing as matters arising out of the Bal- 
kan situation, especially the enigmatic 
attitude of Greece occupied the minis- 
ters. But The Chronicle says the con- 
scriptionists have not abandoned their 
intention to force an early decision on 
the question and before the week is 
out there may be sensational develop- 
ments uniess the wise counsels prevail. 
The newspaper adds that ministerial 
resignations are freely talked about, 
and says the very existence of the 
coalition government may soon be in 
jeopardy. ‘The Chronicle contends that 
even if the conscriptionists should.form

SUBMARINES OF KAISER 
BUSY IN MEDITERRANEAN 


Sn ae ee 


Alleged That 23 Allied Ves- 
sels Have Been Sunk in 


Last Few Weeks. 


New York, October 18.—Count von 
Bernstorff, the German ambassador, 
‘announced today that an official com- 
munication from Berlin stated German 
submarines had recently sunk twenty- 
three vessels, inciuding four transports 
of the allies, in the Mediterranean. 

The message received by the ambas- 
sador read: 

“During the past few weeks German 
submarines, operating in the Mediter- 
ranean have sunk twenty-three ves- 
sels, having an aggregate tonnage of 
100,000. Of the vessels sunk four were 
transports of the allies.” 

No statement was made as to the 
loss of life incident to the sinking of 
the various vessels. 


During the past six weeks four Brit- 
ish transports have been reported sunk 
in or close to the Mediterranean and 
a fifth in the Aegean sea. In some 
instances there has not been any di- 
rect confirmation of these sinkings 
from London. 

During the same period a number of 
merchant vessels, flying 
flags of Great Britain, France or Rus- 
Sia, have been reported sunk in the 
Mediterranean region. 

On September 28 it was officially 
announced at Athens that the Greek 
government had released the Sikhs and 
Curkas, who were survivors of the 
British transport Ramazan. There had 
been previous report of the sinking of 
the Ramazan. 

Vienna reported on September 17 
that an Austrian submarine had sunk 
a British transport in the Mediterra- 
nean. On September 9 Berlin announced 
the British transport Southland had 
been sunk by a submarine in Turkish 
‘waters. On August 29 Berlin reported 
a submarine had sunk a British trans- 
port carrying Canadian troops near the 
Mediterranean. 

On September 3 Berlin, reported a 
British transport had been sunk in the 
Aegean sea, and that 320 officers, 1,25° 
soldiers and a crew of 3090 had all 
been drowned. This was believed to 
have been the British transport Royal 
Edward, officially reported sunk on 
August 14 in the Aegean sea with a 
heavy loss of life. 


STEAMER SALERNO 
HAS BEEN SUNK. 


London, October 18.—Lloyd’s an- 
nounces that the Norwegian steamer 
Salerno has been sunk and that 19 
men, two women and three children, 
have been landed from her, 


The Norwegian steamer Salerno, of 
1,398 tons net, arrived at Gothenburg, 
Sweden, from Buenos Aires, on Septem- 
ber 20. Her subsequent movements are 
not covered by available shipping rec- 
ords. 

A dispatch from London on October 
15 reported the sinking of the British 
steamer Salerno. The 
vessel as a Wilson 
2,071 tons gross.

MILLIONAIRES ACCUSED 
OF UNLAWFUL METHODS 


Government Attorney Severe 
in Arraigning Directors of 
the New Haven. 


New York, October 18.—The alleged 
unlawful methods by which the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford Rail- 
road company is charged with having 
secured a monopolistic grip on New 
England transportation traffic were 
set forth today by Robert L. Batts, 
government official, in opening the 
government’s case at the trial of Wil- 
liam Rockefeller, Lewis Cass Ledyard | 
and Edward D. Robbins and eight oth-| 
er past and present directors of the 
road for alleged conspiracy to violate, 
the Sherman law. | 

Suits to force the foreclosure of | 
competing railroads, secret acquisitions | 
of stock, the incorporation of dummy | 


companies for the sole purpose of con- | 
cealing ownership of rail and steam-| 
ship lines taken over, fictitious sales 
of securities to deceive the authorities 
of Massachusetts as to their actual 
ownership, the use of money to ob- 
tain control of a Boston newspaper 
and to secure favorable legislation, 
sacrifice of millions of dollars of 
stockholders’ money in acquiring com-|! 
peting properties, the burning of books 
and the transfer of records to Canada, 
beyond the jursdiction of the federal 
authorities—these were some of the 
acts alleged by the federal attorney as 
having peen committed by the New 
Haven directors, “with criminal intent 
and with full knowledge that they 
were unlawful.” 
Natural Growth Not Opposed. 

Mr. Batts emphasized that had the 
New Haven combination been attained 
in the natural and legitimate growth 
of business, it might not necessarily 
have come within the scope of monop- 
Olistic corporation’, whicn the Sherman 
law was intended to reach. But the 
law was designed not only to protect 
the public from the destruction of 
healthful competition, but to protect 
the stockholders and the railroads 
themselves from becoming the victims 
of unfair methods. It was the method 
used by the New Haven in driving its 
competitors out of business, sacrificing 
the money of stockholders and bring- 
ing about a situation “where every per- 
son doing business In New England, 
every enterprise was at the mercy of 
a powerful combination,” that the 
Sherman law was intended to punish. 

All these alleged offenses the at- 
torney outlined in a general way, and 
then, using a map showing the ten 
principal New England railroads that 
operated independently in 1890, traced 
the history of their acquisition. 

Mr. Batts accused William Rockefel- 
ler of having, with other directors, 
acted so that the New York and New 
England was forced into a foreclosure. 

J. P. Morgan & Co., he said, was used 
as a means of concealing the owner- 
ship of stock of the Old Colony Steam- 
boat company at a time when the New 
Haven’'s attempt to acquire it was be- 
ing inquired into by the Massachu- 
setts authorities. The Morgan firm 
gave a note for the stock that bore no 
interest, he said, and Kept it in their 
possession long enough for the presi- 
dent of the Old Colony railroad, the 
new subsidiary of the New Haven, to 
say that the railroad did not own it, 

Illegal Schemes Devised. 

At the door of Edward D. Robbins, 
the former general counsel for the New 
Haven, the federal attorney laid the 
alleged unlawful devising of schemes 
whereby the control of steamship com- 


panies could be secretly acquired. Rob- 
bins, he said, made use in a single day: 
of three banks and various dummy cor- 
porations and individuals in the ma- 
nipulating back and forth of the sum 
of $1,500,000, used eventually in buying 
the Metropolitan Steamship company. 
In 1905 Charles F. Brooker, one of 
the defendants, called attention to the 
fact, said Mr. Batts, of the “danger” 
of resumption of Connecticut river traf- 
fic in competition with the New Ha- 
ven beyond Hartford, “and the New 
Haven officials expressed their belief 
that they could prevent the passage 
of congressional resolutions that would 
open the river.” 
William Rockefeller followed the 
trial today with apparently more 
watchful interest than any of the 
other defendants. While the govern- 


ment attorney was using the map, the 
aged millionaire occasionally rose to 
his feet to get a better view. Leaning 
on his cane he would stand for sev- 
eral minutes watching every move 
the attorney's pointer. Mr. Rockefel- 
ler also took occasion today to injro- 
duce himself to the federal ‘attorney 
and engaged with him in seemingly 
amiable conversation. 

Mr. Batts will continue his address 
tomorrow.

HE GAVE HIS OWN LIFE 


T0 SAVE HIS SOLDIERS 


Heroic Deed of Major Roy, of 
the Canadian Contingent 
in France. 


Ottawa. Ontario, October 18.—A thrill- 
ing incident of recent fighting in the 
Arras sector in northern France, in 
which members of the Canadian contin- 
gent. were engaged, is described in an 
official communication received from 
the Canadian headquarters in France 
by Sir Samuel Hughes. 

“On October 6,” says the account, 
“Major A. J. Roy was standing in & 
trench issuing orders to a company 
sergeant and others. The enemy trench 
mortar shells were falling in the vi- 
cinity. Brigadier General Watson, 
Quebec, had just passed along the trench 
when a mortar shell feil into the 
trench a few feet from Major Roy and 
his men. 

“The shell did not burst on impact, 
and, rushing toward it, Major Roy. bent 
down with the object of seizing it and 
throwing it over the parapet to save 
the lives of those near him. Before he 
could grasp it, the projectile exploded, 
inflicting wounds from which Major 
Roy died. His gallant self-sacrifice 
has been specially reported by his 
brigade and divisional commander.” 

The communication continued: 

“At one point two German officers 
led a party through a crater. One was 
blown to bits by our bombers and the 
other rolled back into the crater. The 
party then withdrew. 

“A party of the enemy next reached 
our parapet and attempted to effect a 
permanent lodgment, but was driven 
off with fixed bayonets. Our compa- 
nies maintained their parapets and 
maintained a controiled fire wherever 
the enemy showed himself. The slight 
damage to our parapets was, speedily 
repaired. 

“The Twenty-second battalion, under 
Colonel Gaudet, of Montreal, and the 
Twenty-eighth battalion, under Colonel 
Embury, regina, displayed great cool- 
ness in dealing with the surprise at- 
tack which consistently failed com- 
pletely. 

“On the afternoon of October 13 a 
demonstration was carried out all along 
our front. Our artillery fire was ef- 
fective both against the enemy’s wire 
and parapets. While the enemy's sup- 
ports were being brought up they were 
subjected to heavy fire. 

‘*At one point under cover of smoke 
a party of thirty men, under Major 
W. R. Brown, of the Twenty-sixth bat- 
talion; Colonel McAvity, St. John, com- 
manding, accompanied by Lieutenants 
C. Fairweather, Twenty-sixth battalion, 
and Me'’hee, Canadian engineers, left 
our trench to examine a crater close to 
the German parapet. An enemy bom- 
bardment was in progress and .eavy 
rifle and machine gun fire was opened 
on the party. Major Brown was wound- 
ed, but continued to direct operations. 
The crater was entered and rendered 


‘untenable to the enemy and then evac-

‘AMERICAN NEUTRALITY 


SUSPECTED BY GERMAN 


Berlin, October 18.—(Via WLondon.)— 
George Bernhard, editor of The Vos- 
sische Zeitung continues today his 
weekly 
to Germany and the United States. He 
reviews the case of Dr. Constantin 
Dumba, the Austro-Hungarian ambDas- 
sador, who was recalled by his gov- 
ernment—the. ambassador’s letter to 
Secretary of State Lansing having just 
been published here—and draws the

After lengthy speculation as to wheth- 
er Von Bernstorff’s messages are be- 
ing held up, as Dr. Dumba’s are al- 
leged to have been, the writer de- 
clares: 

“Tt appears to be urgently necessary 
secure an explanation as to how 
America is fulfilling toward the Ger- 
man ambassador the obligation de- 
scribed by international law.” 

Count von Reventlow devotes a col- 
umn in The Tages Zeitung to the 
American naval program, and says: 

“Tt is significant that the United 
States is carefully watching the pres- 
ent war, and, notwithstanding the sub- 
marine successes, has decided on the 
construction of sixteen huge battle- 
ships.”

FE OF CZAR NICHOLAS. 
*AUTHE BATTLE FRONT 


He Keeps in Close Touch With 
Conditions at All 
Points. 


Petrograd, October 18.—The follow- 
ing authorized description of the eme 
peror’s life at the front has reached 
Petrograd: 

“Headquarters has been established 
in a small two-story house in a White 
Russia city, the name of which is nec- 
essarily omitted. Emperor Nicholas 
occupies two rooms on the second 
floor—one as a bedroom and the other 
as an office. On the same floor are 
Minister of the Court General Baron 
Fredericks and Palace Commandant 
General Voekoff, each of whom occu- 
pies a single room. On the first floor 
are the emperor's physician and va- 
The num- 
ber Of servants has been cut to the 
minimum. 

“Near the house, in governmental 
buildings and hotels, live Grand Dukes 
Cyril and Boric and Dmitri Pavlovitch 


and others of the temporary court. 


“At 9 o'clock in the morning the em- 
peror, attired in a field uniform, walks 
to the offices of the general staff, ac- 
companied by one of his officers. With 
General Alexieff, chief of staff, the em- 
eror reads the reports and issues or- 
defs until 1 p. m.

concerning the conditions on all parts 
of the immediate front, examines maps 
and discusses events. To luncheon in 
the emperor’s quarters are invited the 
high military officials and the foreign 
military observers, altogether about 
ten.

Two o'clock finds the 
emperor and General Alexieff again 
occupied with reports in the emperor's 
private office.

The dinner 
is of three courses and is less formal 
than the luncheon.

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WARNED, FOR THE FUTURE? 

We call attention to a very timely com- 
munication, published elsewhere on this 
page, in which F. V. L. Smith, ex-deputy 
fire marshal of Louisiana,- comments upon 
Atlanta’s recent tragic film fire, resulting 
in the death of three young women and the 


serious injury of several others. 


Whatever may have been the cause of 


this fire, there can be no possible doubt 
that there would have been no tragedy had 
all possible of the trouble been 
safeguarded. 

Possibly there has been no official negli- 
gence, and it appears that neither the owner 


sources 


of the building, nor of the business, had vio- 
lated any municipal regulation; if this is 
true, then there has been extreme laxity in 
the establishment of such a system of regu- 
lation and controi as will prevent the pos 
sibility of the recurrence of such a catas- 
trophe. 

If anything of this kind ever happens 
again in the city of Atlanta the responsi- 
bility wil! placed directly upon some- 
body’s shoulders. The warning has been 


be 


served, and while no one may be criminally 
responsible for the recent tragedy, there 
will be a positive and direct accounting 
should there be another such loss from the 
same trouble. 

So it behooves the city to get busy first 
in the matter of establishing regulations 
that will prevent the possibility of such an 
occurrence in future, and then it will be up 
to the inspection service to see to it that 
these regulations are observed in a manner 
that will insure positive protection to life 
and property. 


ENGLISH INTERFERENCE. 

English interference with American trade 
has long since become intolerable. First, 
neutral European ports were closed to our 
non-contraband the cargoes were 
seized, carried into British ports and either 
condemned, as in the case of meat ship- 
ments, aggregating $15,000,000, or held with 
promise of payment, which has been long 
delayed. Next, cotton, in violation of all 
precedent and of international agreement, 
was declared contraband and sw ject to 
seizure, although bound for neutral ports, 
upon the mere suspicion that it might find 
its way to Germany. And now it is an- 
nounced that even cotton manufactured 
goods are to be put under.the same ban ag 
the raw material, for fear that Germany 
may convert the textiles into the original 
state for use in the manufacture of explo- 
. sives. 

Now, England has gone a step further 
and has the audacity to use the very neutral] 
ports from which she has excluded Ameri- 
can trade, for the extension of her own com- 
merce, although increases in American 
shipments to these ports were used by Eng- 
land as evidence of their unneutral char- 
acter. 

Consul General Skinner, representing 
the United States in London, has become 
persona non grata to the British govern- 
ment because he reported to Washington 
true figures showing the increase of Brit- 
ish traffic to the very ports which Britain 
had closed to American trade. It was the 
pernicious and sometimes malevolent Brit- 
ish censorship that discovered Mr. Skin- 
ner’s reports, and because England did not 
like to be shown up in her true light, Mr. 
Skinner must, perforce, come home. 

British censorship, according to appar- 
ently authentic report, has gone even fur- 
ther than that, and has actually turned over 
to British merchants American cable orders 
destined for merchants in other European 
countries—orders which were not allowed

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to go through at all, and which the mer- 
chants for whom they were intended never 
heard of. 

It would seem, in view of these facts, 
that there is a far more sinister and selfish 
purpose back of the British orders in coun- 
cil against American cargoes than merely 
the effort to achieve a more speedy victory 
over an enemy. We can begin to see why 
British merchants and business men were 
quick to demand the closing of neutral ports 
to American commerce; why, also, they in- 
sisted upon the declaration of contraband 
against cotton. 

The eyes of the Washington administra- 
tion are no doubt open to the truth of the 
situation, which should lend force to the long 


promised demands to be submitted to Great 


Britain. 

England is adding insult to injury by 
shutting us out of neutral European ports 
and then going after their trade herself. 
There is no more reason to assume that 
our products will find their way into Ger- 
many than will those English merchants 
are shipping them. 


WAREHOUSE LEGISLATION. 

Representative R. L. Shipp, of Colquitt 
county, presents a very interesting contri- 
bution to the cotton warehouse discussion, 
in the shape of a communication in this 
morning’s Constitution. The system of cot- 
ton warehousing under state direction hav- 
ing been firmly established in South Caro- 
lina, Representative Shipp is correct in his 
statement that if Georgia follows in the 
establishment of a safe and an adequate 
system, every one of the other cotton states 
must do likewise. 

Thus it is that the general assembly at 
its approaching extra session will have 
before it, in the consideration of this meas- 
ure, one of the most important questions 
that has been before any general assembly 
of this state for many years. 

The first and foremost consideration in 
the enactment of warehouse legislation will 
be in the strength and security of the re- 
ceipts issued against stored cotton. These 
receipts must be as good as gold, must be 
first lien against the cotton they represent, 
and must contain every surrounding assur- 
ance that will satisfy the holder that the 
receipt is as good as the bale of cotton for 
which it stands. No system will be satis- 
factory that makes a receipt of the small 
country town less secure than that issued 
in any city in the state. The system must 
not only be uniform ifn application, but ab- 
solutely so in administration and in the 
strength of every receipt Issued. 

It is a very simple proposition if it Is 
worked out along business lines, and if 
business rather than politics is the con- 
trolling factor in the making of such legis- 
lation as may be enacted. 

A loosely drawn, ineffective measure 
will be worse than none at all. The right 
kind of a warehouse law—one fully pro- 
tecting the owner of the cotton stored and 
at the same time offering absolute security 
to those who hold receipts as collateral—will 
be a boon to every cotton grower in the 
state. 


FOR ATLANTA’S FIREMEN. 


It is seldom that Atlanta’s firemen ask 
anything of Atlanta’s citizens; they have 
never “passed the hat” or sought public 
subscriptions for any purpose. Voluntary 
subscriptions have occasionally been raised 
for the family of some fireman killed in the 
discharge of his duty, but not on the re- 
quest or at the suggestion of associates of 
the victim. 

The Atlanta firemen who die calmly and 
at home, and who are as heroic 
as any, depend solely upon their 
for assistance to their families 
when they are gone. This is provided for 
through the Atlanta Firemen’s Benevolent 
association, supported by monthly member- 
ship dues and assessments in case of death. 
In this way practically 200 firemen take 
care of their own insurance. 

For about the third or fourth time in its 
history of more than a quarter of a century 
the association is planning an entertainment 
from which it hopes to supplement its funds 
and revive somewhat a treasury that is 
taxed to its limit in meeting sick and death 
benefits and paying insurance claims. It 
proposes to take advantage of the Georgia 
Harvest Festival season for this purpose, 
and the firemen promise something that 
will be well worth seeing. It is not to be 
questioned that they will carry out their

promises. 

The Constitution bespeaks the support 
and assistance Atilantans for the fire 
department members in this enterprise. 
Every one will agree that they are entitled 
to it, and we believe they will have it. This 
is all the association has ever asked of 
Atlantans, and all they propose to ask. 

The city neither pensions firemen, nor 
supports even in smallest degree their pro- 
tective association. his they take care of 
themselves. To those who help make suc-

Mr. Shipp of Colquitt, 
Author of the Warehouse Bill, 
Discusses the Question

ered at the extra session of the legislature 
the warehouse bill. For many reasons it is 
appropriate that he did so. If, however, any- 
one gains the impression from his doing so 
that it is‘a temporary measure, he is in 


error. 

While necessarily any bill of this im- 
portance will have defects in it, this measure 
should be carefully considered. 

In the opinion of the writer those back 
of the measure should frankly state that 
while there is no intention to hurt any other 
business, the bill should be drawn distinctly 
in the interest of the cotton producer. 

In order for the farmer to get the full 
benefit of such a law it is necessary that the 
bill be so drawn that the receipts issued by 
the smallest warehouse under this system 
will have the same force and effect as if they 
were issued by the larger warehouses in 
Augusta, Savannah, Macon or the Candler 
warehouse in Atlanta. The receipts should 
be of such character that if the local banks 
refuse to handle them, or refuse to lend 
money on them at sufficiently low rate of in- 
terest, the holder of the receipts could send 
them out of the state and to the money cen- 
ters and get money at a satisfactory rate of 
interest. It is utterly impossible to do this 
unless the bill provides that the receipts, 
when presented, will secure the cotton, re- 
gardless of all other antagonistic claims, or 
else secure its equivalent in cash, should 
the cotton have been destroved by fire or by 
stealth. 

Lines That Must Be Followed. 


In order to attain this end, it will be 
absolutely necessary that some one central 
power be vested with entire authority to 
see after the insurance against fire on the 
cotton, and to see to the proper bénding of 
those who handle the cotton. If each ware- 
house is allowed to issue its own insurance, 
this will make the insurance so costly as to 
be burdensome, and so uncertain that no one 
would care to handle the receipts except the 
local bank, or some person situated in that 
particular locality; whereas, if all the insur- 
ance is handled by the state commissioner, 
the policies of insurance can be arranged to 
cover all the cotton stored in all of the ware- 
houses in the state (Dlanket policies) and 
each day the keeper of any particular ware- 
house can report to the state warehouse com- 
missioner the amount of insurance to be ad- 
justed in that way. 

In the event that the insurance companies 
now doing business in the state of Georgia 
should charge too high a rate, the state 
warehouse commissioner could secure this in- 
surance from other companies, or from those 
companies now writing trans-Atlantic in- 
surance. 

I also think that those of us who are 
friendly to giving the farmers a better ware- 
house bill should frankly state that we in- 
tend for this bill to localize cotton—let it 
stay, as far as practicable, in the country 
towns, and not concentrate it in the cities, 
as it has been in the past. This and other 
features of the bill will bring on opposition, 
but we had as well fight it out now as later. 

The bill should, as far as practicable, di- 
vorce the institution from politics, and to 
that end it seems to be it would be wise to 
let the governor appoint a board of directors, 
or trustees—say one from each congressional 
district—and let this board have full charge 
and authority to elect a commissioner and 
put the system into force and effect. This 
board should be men of character and busi- 
ness standing, and composed of members di- 
rectly interested in the cotton grower. 


Reasonable Interest Rates, 

While it is not the intention of the pro- 
moters of this measure, so far as I am ad- 
vised, to put the state in the banking or 
warehouse business per se, yet it should be 
the duty of the warehouse commissioner to 
arrange with the banks, either locally or in 
New York, so that the cotton grower on 
placing his cotton in one of these warehouses 
could borrow money at a reasonable rate of 
interest, and in no event should this interest 
exceed 6 per cent per annum. Under a good 
warehouse system this will not be difficult. 


This will enable the cotton grower to hold’ 


his cotton and to sell it at an 
time. 

Some time back, under. the leadership of 
Senator McLaurin, South Carolina passed a 
state warehouse law; while it is not all that 
Senator McLaurin desired, yet it was a long 
step in the right direction. The governor of 
South Carolina has recently, in an interview, 
indorsed this system. He, together with Sen- 
ator McLaurin, is working to more nearly 
perfect it. Senator McLaurin has given more 
thought and study to this plan than has any 
other living man; while he is a large property 
holder and one of South Carolina's big- 
gest farmers, he is giving practically all of 
his time and attention to perfecting this sys- 
tem in his state. 

It is the belief of those interested in this 
matter that if Georgia, the Empire state of 
the south, will follow in the wake of South 


opportune 


Carolina and adopt the warehouse system, { 


that in a short while all of the cotton states 
will have such a system, and that then it 
will be, for the first time in its history, that 
the south will control the cotton situation. 
If this is done—that is, each cotton state 
organizes under a system of this kind—then 
the cotton manufacturer in Germany, Eng- 
land or other foreign country, desiring to 
buy cotton, can secure it directly from the 
producer through the state warehouse com- 
missioners of the various states, thus not 
only giving the farmer the power to hold 
his cotton until an opportune time to sell, 
but also giving him the profits that are now 
being made by the middleman. 


Weakness of Present System. 


It is a fact that the south is the-onty part 
of the union that has an absolute monopoly 
on any of the great products necessary to 
the human race, and yet, as anomalous as it 
may seem, it is true that the southern cotton 
raiser is today the poorest off financially of 
any class of farmers in the union. Why is it? 
It is not because they do not work hard 
enough—for we have the longest working 
season of any people; it is not because they 
are not economical enough, because they 
enjoy as few. of the luxuries of life as do 
any of the farmers in America; it is simply 
because we have no system of marketing 
our cotton. 

I am glad that the farmers’ union, at its 
recent meeting in Atlanta, gave evidence that 
it intends to do something about this mat- 
ter. If the committee then appointed wi}l 
meet in Atlanta at the beginning of the extra 
session and formulate a real farmers’ ware- 
house bill and let it be known that they 
propose to stand behind it and give it their 
active support, such a bill can be put 
through, but if they do not do this, but leave 
the matter to other interests, then a real 
farmers’ warehouse bill will not be enacted 


into law. 

Our farmers should learn a lesson from 
the labor organizations. When they want a 
measure they go after it and get it. The 
farmers can do the same thing: [ am sure 
that those of us who evinced interest in this 
measure during the last session of the legis- 
lature stand ready to co-operate in every 
way possible with such a movement. 

At the last session of the legislature I 
introduced a bill along the lines as herein 
indicated. I would very much prefer, how- 
ever, that the committee from the farmers’ 
union would prepare a bill, to be known as 
their bill and not as my bill, and offer it in 
the legislature. If they will do this and we 
all get behind it we can either put if through 
at the extra session of the legislature or can 
work up such sentiment for it over’the state 
that the representatives in the next legis- 
lature—particularly those from the rural dis- 
tricts—will not dare to vote against it.

Louisiana Fire Marshal 
Comments on Atlanta’s

Mr. Smith has written the following com- 
munication to the municipal board of elec- 
trical control: 

Board of Electrical Control, Atlanta, Ga. 

Gentlemen: After having witnessed the 
sad, unfortunate’ film fire of yesterday and 
listened to statements regarding: cause-—on 
the ground—I searched the columns of to- 
day’s newspapers, but beyond brief reference 
to the interest of our mayor, chief of police 
and chief of fire department, I was disap- 
pointed in not being able to find a single 
expression as to possible real responsibility. 

Therefore, I deem it my duty to respect- 
fully. suggest to your board that if: 

Portable or unprotected electric 
flexible cords or fuses were in use 
vicinity .of the highly inflammable 
then: 

Your inspection records should be care- 
fully examined, date and results of last in- 
spection noted, and if these conditions did 
exist and were not given the absolutely 
necessary attention, then: 

Your inspector was either grossly incom- 
petent or criminally negligent, or both, and 
should be prosecuted to the fullest extent of 
the law covering.

The Dark Jail Cell ' 
Often School and Church 
Of the Law Breakers — 


From The Survey Press Bureau for The Con- 
stitution. 

Have you ever been in the local jail or 
lockup in your community? If not, make it 
a visit the next time you have an hour or 
two to spare. 

As you stand before the dark, insanitary 
cells and the prisoners idling their minds 
away, you will be looking at the whole proc- 
ess of treatment of the man who breaks 
the petty laws of the state. The jail is the 
misdemeanant's place of temporary detention, 
his abode while awaiting trial, his prison 
after sentence. It is his school, the haunt 
of his leisure hours, the place where most 
of his thinking is done, and too often it is 
his church. 

The jail is still doing a big business. The 
latest figures show that 32 per cent of the 
population of penal institutions are in county 
and municipal jails and workhouses., Worse 


still, 91.5 per cent of all prisoners committed. 


during a single year are sent to these local 
institutions. 
Agency of Vice. 

Penologists are agreed that the jail is In 
nine cases out of ten “an agency of vice and 
a school of crime.” Some of these fortress- 
like structures are inscribed with dates as 
far back as 1836—the days of Andrew Jack- 
son, of the invention of the steamboat, of 
the picneer struggle. 

The past generation has made some im- 
provements in the jail. These have had to 
co chiefly with cleanliness, food, moral: su- 
pervision, classification of prisoners, aboli- 
tion of the fee system, state inspection and 
standradization of jail rules and of specifica- 
tions for construction and repairs. 

Today we are coming to something better, 
Says William T. Cross, general secretary of 
the National Conference of Charities and 
Correction. We are approaching a conscious 
social policy in the treatment of the misde- 
meanant. Newer ideals have come into 
prominence. Jail reform is but one aspect 
of the problem of the petty offender. Mr. 
Cross describes these newer ideals ag fol- 
lows: 

1. Methods involving a change in the plan 
incarceration: 

(a) State Penal Farms. Perhaps the most 
revolutionary and practical proposal for the 
cure of the jail evil is that prisoners sen- 
tenced for any but the briefest terms be sent 
to state farms. A state farm for male mis- 
demeanants 16-21 vears of age is In process 
of establishment in New York. In Indiana 
1,605 acres have been purchased for a state 
institution for misdemeanants, and the con- 
Struction of buildings has begun. The cre- 
ation of institutions of this character is the 
practically unanimous desire of reformers 
in this field. 

Payments to Prisoners, 

(b) Payments to Prisoners in the Nature 
of Wages. The object of this is to Support 
the prisoner’s dependents. -ayments to con- 
victs are optional with prison authorities in 


a number of states, and the way seems clear. 


for the adoption of the principle with respect 
to the misdemeanant class. In the admin- 
istration of the Kansas City Municipal farm 
up to $1 a day may be allowed the family 
of any prisoner. 

(C) Revision of Sentences. The principle 
of systematic revision of Sentences on the 
basis of more complete knowledge of the 
criminal and of his action subsequent to con- 
viction has’ been 
Success of the indeterminate sentence acts. 
The principle needs ‘yet to be extended to 
the misdemeanant class. 

(d) Habitual Offender Acts. A recent 
study at Springfield, Ill., shows that 45 per 
cent of those convicted in the city courts 
are repeaters. The desirability of a plan 
of sentence and treatment which takes into 
consideration the repetition of offenses is 
generally conceded. 

(e) Educational work and Mental Exam- 
ination, A school operated successfully for 
Several years at the Baltimore city jail can- 
not be ignored. Both school work and clas- 
sification within the institution should 
based on thorough mental examination 
every prisoner, 


Methods Involving Supervision. 


2. Methods involving supervision under 
conditional liberation: 


(a) Adult Probation. Adult probation 
laws have been adopted in twenty-three 
states, In Cook county, Illinois (which in- 
cludes Chicago) during the first three years 
operation of the adult probation law the 
earnings of probationers amounted to over 
$1,000,000. 

(b) Parole. Conditional pardon has late- 
ly begun to be adopted for misdemeanants 
It is not uncommon at municipal workhouses. 
A successful instance appears in Onondaga 
county, New York. : 

(c) OQut-Work for Local Prisoners. It is 
quite common for local prisoners to be used 
on road work. Wisconsin so employs them, 
turning over earnings to the prisoner’s de- 
pendents. 4 

(d) Honor System, Although there has 
not been the opportunity to build upen the 
trustworthiness of prisoners in case of mis- 
demeanants that there has been in case of 
felons, occasions for it seem to increase with 
the employment of prisoners in larger num- 
bers, aS on municipal or state farms. 

(f{) Change in System of Commitment for 
Fines. One of the most abhorrent features 
persisting in our system of treatment of pet- 
ty criminals is that of imprisonment in lieu 
of payment of fines. Unless graded accord- 
ing to the ability of the offender to pay, 
fining is a poor means of attaining justice; 
and in case of certain classes, like prosti- 
tutes, it serves merely as a licensing system. 
The International Prison congress has ad- 
vocated that fines be made payable in in- 
stallments or on public work. 

Rehabilitation. 

3. Rehabilitation of the offender: 

(a) Special Treatment for Special Classes. 
In most communities it is still common to 
find the jail the chief means of handling in- 
ebriates, vagrants, cases of wife desertion 
and nonsupport, prostitutes, and even the 
feebleminded. (ther institutions and modeg 
of treatment should be used for these spe- 
cial classes. 

(b) Co-operation With Community Agen- 
cies. Juvenile, playgrounds, homes for dis- 
charged prisoners, associated charities, so- 
cieties for the reformation of drunkards, 
boards of health and a great number of other 
agencies should be as definitely focused on 
the problem of crime as any pena! institu- 
tion. 

(c) Case Work. Whatever be the nature 

of the maladjustment through which the of- 
fender is finally committea to prigon, the 
prime heed is tor some agency to under- 
take to see through to the end the process of 
his rehabilitation. The penal institution 
ought definitely to take part in this process. 
4. improvement in the process preliminary 
conviction: 
(a) Psychopathic Study. Recent studies 
of the feebleminded delinquent, the estab- 
lishment of bureaus of psycnopathic research

(b) Reforms in Legal Procedure and Police 
Administration, ‘Ihe report of the so-called 
Merriam Crime commission in Chicago this 
year depicts in a convincing way the almost 
hopeless tangle of out-grown legal forma 
and bad police practicies at the basis of the 
crime that heads up in the local jails. The

5. Supervision: 

(a) State Supervision and Control. 
principle of state control 
of misdemeanants is clear, for crimes are 
committed against ihe state. Our best 
prospect lies in the direction of improvement 
of state supervision and extension of direct 
state contrvul of local jails. : 

(b) Statistics. The meagerness and use- 
less quality of statistics of misdemeanants 
in America is notorious. in contrast, one 
reviews with admiration the comprehensive 
and telling figures of the English prison 
commission and of authorities in other coun- 
tries. 

The principle of punishment is not elim- 
inated from the system here outlined, but 
rather is it made more effective.

teports of keen interest on the part 
of farmers in the eradication of the 
boll weevil were made yesterday by 
Lee Worsham, state entomologist, who 
had just returned to his office after 
the conclusion of an anti-weevil cam- 
paign covering 45 counties of the state. 
The compaign was conducted by two 
parties of government and state experts 
traveling through the country in auto- 
mobiles since October 4. 

“The best information possible was 
Siven the eager farmers,” said Mr. 
Worsham, “and if they follow our in- 
Structions there will be no such prob- 
lem in Georgia next year. All our argu- 
ments went home to the audiences for 
they were so hungry to hear us that 
they hated to see the two parties move 
on to other points. Both the methods 
for killing out the weevil and the ex- 
pediency of cutting the cotton acreage 
for the raising of more cattle were dis- 
cussed. These tours will be followed 
by others next spring about early plant- 
ing time.”

U.S. Steel Scores New Five- 
Year High Record—Beth- 
lehem Rises to 495—All 
Groups Are Upturned. 


New York, October 18.—Higher prices 
were registered by a majority of the 
better known stocks today, with re- 
newed activity in war specialties, but 
trading lacked much of its recent vigor 
until the final hour, when United States 
Steel became the central feature, ris- 
ing 32% to 85%, its best price since 
1910. This was achieved by purchases 
of individual lots running from 1,000 
to 6,000 shares.

Much of the early strength at Liv- 
erpool was due to this bullish crop 
news, but it was noted that Liverpool 
sold here in the late afternoon part of 
the reaction, which carried the list 
several points under Saturday’s close, 
with December dropping from 12.77 to 
12.58 and March 13.17 to 12.96, was due 
to rumors of a cable stating serious 
labor trouble in Manchester and the 
probability .of a lockout.
